Genoa, April 25.—Only the bold, 
skillful hand of Lloyd George, it is 
feured, can save the Genoa confer- 
ence from breaking on the rocks of 
international bitterness. 

At the height of the conference, 
the already critical split between 
France and England has been aggra- 


vated to the point where Lloyd George] 


—with Poincare antagonizing him on 
one side, and the Russians squeezing 
the closest possible bargain from the 
other—probably will be forced to the 
boldest measures he has yet resorted 
to at Genoa. 

Lioyd George’s sharp. retort to 
Poincare that the French policy is 
leading straight to another war which 
would make a shambles of Europe 
reflects not only the British premier’s 
resentment at French attempts to 
block a Russian rapprochement but 
a realization that another reparations 
crisis is also impending. 

Reparations Showdown 

Though he succeeds in deferring the 
Anglo-French showdown on _ reparua- 
tions until after the Genoa conference, 
it will be inevitable before May 3lst 
when the Gernians must reply to the 
demands of the reparations commis- 
sion drawn up last month, 

French anxiety over the Russo- Ger- 
man agreement is also reacting in- 
creasingly on the conference. The 
French attacking it as an outcome 
of Genoa. The fact is that the Russo- 
German treaty only increased Lloyd 
George’s determination to conclude a 
deal with Russia, fearing that the 
treaty will produce a dangerous al- 
liance unless the British also play 
the same game. This attitude leads 
the French to charge the British wrtn 
negotiating with Russia in a manner 
contrary to French interests and with- 
out consulting them. 


French Nationalism is thriving with 
new reports that the French see in- 
creasing evidence that they are about 
to be forced into a position of isola- 
tion and are staking all on a fresh 
military flourish in the Ruhr valley. 
Meanwhile the Russians feel more or 
less secure in the new German pact, 
and seeing the possibilities of cashing 
in on the widening Anglo-French split,

Advocates for the Washington 
street location, now occupied by the 
Hebrew Orphanage, for the senior 
girls’ high school, won their first vic- 
tory Tuesday afternoon at a meeting 
of the board of education, when, ‘by 
a vote of four to three, the board 
approved this site in preference to one 
on Capitol avenue and Vanira street, 
submitted’ in a resolutior* by Com- 
missioner Carl Hutcheson. 

Resolutions approving the purchase 
for $33,700 of several lots adjoining 
the Calhoun school, on Piedmont ave- 
nue, and property owned by the At- 
lanta university,‘ for $12,000, as a 
site for the erection of a new ele- 
mentary school for negroes to ‘take 
the place of the present Roach and 
Mitchell streets schools, were unani- 
mously passed. 

While the board was still in. ses- 
sion the action was submitted to the 
bond commission, where it was turn- 
ed over to the subcommittee of the 
commission for investigation before 
it is approved or rejected. 

A delegation of citizens from the 
second ward appeared before both 
the bond commission and the board 
of education and voiced their disap- 
proval of the Washington street site. 
They requested the subcommittee of 
the bond commission to investigate the 
Capitol avenue site thoroughly before 
final action is taken. ; 

Debate Over Location. 

The resolution favoring the selec- 
tion of the Washington street site 
\‘as introduced by Commissioner Mce- 
Calley, who stated that this site had 
been recommended by Drs. Strayer 
and Engelhardt, in their recent sar- 
vey of the local school conditions, 
The site, which consists of the lot 
upon which the Hebrew Orphanage ia 
located and several lots on Crew 


street, embraces 6.83 acres and ean 
be purchased for $89,000, Mr. Hutch- 
eson stated.

Such Is Opinion of Lady 
Astor, Voiced in Speech 
at The Associated 
Press Luncheon. 


New York, April 25.—Lady Astor 
told leading editors and publishers of 
the United States today at the annual 
luncheon of the Associated Press that 
America would yet join the confer- 
ence at Genoa. 

“I believe America can show the 
way to peace,’ she exclaimed fervent- 
ly amid a gale of applause. 

The reference to Genoa was but 
one of a score of subjects touched 
upon by the Virginia born member 
of the British house of commons in 
a breezy address on mother love and 
practical politics that held the close 
attention of her auditors in the grand 
ball room of the Waldorf-Astoria.. 
Her audience was mostly men, al- 
though the boxes in the gallery were 
filled with women, 

Lady Astor seemed perfectly at 
home from the moment she tripped 
jauntily into the room to the strains 
of “Dixie.” She joined in the sing- 
ing of “Carry Me Back to Old Vir- 
ginia,” shouted “hear. fear,” when her 
husband, Viscount Astor, spoke brief- 
ly and mounted a chair and waved 
“good-bye” at the conclusion of the 
luncheon. 

She digressed considerably from her 
prepared address, touching at random 
on such topics as Lloyd George, bol- 
shevism, labor and capital, the power 
of the press, a-closer understanding 
between England and the United 
States. 

She proudly said she was a “Vir- 
ginia patriot and a very ardent one.” 
This patriotism, she said, had stood 
her well, “because it has proven to 
England that the real patriot can be 
useful in any country, and a narrow, 
bigoted patriot is no use to any coun- 
try, even his own.” 

Makes Apology. 

She stopped to apologize for her 
recent remarks against the bonus, say- 
ing “I forgot I was a British member 
of parliament, and I spoke as a Vir- 
ginian. I seemed to have worried 
some people,” she said, “but perhaps 
these people are not fifty-fifty like | 
am.” 

Touching on politics, she said: 

“I suppose many of you are des- 
perately set against women coming 
into politics and I don’t blame you, 
I am sorry for you. I think sooner 
or later you will see that we are 
perfectly right to want to come into 
publie life.” 

In discussing the press she said: 

“The press of a country is a little 
different from ambassadors. We send 
our ambassadors and they can inter- 
pret their governments; but the press 
can even go further. They can in- 
terpret the different peoples. And that 
is why the Associated Press has been, 
[ think, really one of the greatest 
agents for progress that we have

Thousands Are Home- 
less— Refugees Clutter 
Trees and Housetops as 
Planes Seek Victims. 


Levees Dynamited. 


Fort Worth, Texas, April 25.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—John 
J. McCain, chairman of the levee 
board of Fort Worth, issued a 
statement tonight in which he de- 
clared that the levees around the 
rivers, which broke here early to- 
day, and flooded lowlands of this 
city, were “dynamited by unknown 
parties,” and that an investigation 
by a grand jury would be demand- 
ed immediately. 

“Tt is our opinion that the levee 
did not*+break of its own accord, 
but was dynamited,” McCain de- 
clared. 

“This decision is based on a re- 
port made to me by John J. Lyden, 
field supervisor, in which he de- 
clared he had men patrolling the 
levee all Monday night and all day 
Tuesday, and that it was his vpin- 
ion that the levee was dynamited.” 
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Fort Worth, ‘Tex., April 
Night found the stricken flood area 
ot north Texas with hundreds of refu- 
gees cluttering trees and housetops 
and the swollen Trinity river threat- 
ening to break the dam at Lake 
Worth and turn this city into a sea 
of floating humanity. 

Although several aeroplane fleets 
are scouring the flooded district for 
victims and radio is being used in an 
effort to re-establish communication 
with smaller towns—from which noth- 
ing has been heard since the record 
cloudburst—small headway had been 
made at 10 p. m. Tuesday by relief 
workers, 

Estimates of the dead ranged from 
25 to 50, with 16 known to have per- 
ished. 

Damage in Millions. 

It is impossible to figure the dam- 
age as yet, but already it has gone 
far into the millions. 

The American Legion has _ taken 
charge of Fort Worth and armed 
guards are everywhere in the water- 
soaked city. 

Rescue workers Tuesday night were 
making a mad race against a new 
flood—expected early Wednesday as 
a result of another severe rainstorm 
at Bridgeport and other nearby towns 
on the Trinity river. Search for 
bodies is progressing with exasperat- 
ing slowness because of the insur- 
mountable handicap provided by high 
water on every hand. 

Anything that would float was 
seized upon by refugees. ‘Thousands 
are homeless in Fort Worth. Count- 
less hundreds are homeless or marooun- 
ed elsewhere, 

Levees B-eak.

KING RAPS TARItE 
RATES FOR DRUGS 


Washington, April 25.—Increased 
duties on drugs, dyes, inks and paints 
proposed in the administration tariff 
bill came under fire today from senate 
democrats in the second day of general 
debate on -the measure, 

Reviewing the rates in the first 
schedule of the bill, Senator King, 
democrat, Utah, said the increases pro- 
posed ranged from 100 to 600 per cent, 
presented statistics to show that im- 
ports of the commodities under dis- 
cussion were negligible and charged 
that the result of enactment of the 
proposed duties would be to increase 
the “already swollen fortunes of drug 
and chemical manufacturers at the 
expense of the American people.” 

Attacking what he characterized as 
the dye monoply, Senator King de- 


charged that it had circulated 
“false, deceitful and designed to mis- 
lead the American people for the pur- 
pose of having erected the embargo 
which it succeeded in obtaining.” In 
this connection he warned corpora- 
tions and business men generally that 
unless they treated the 
public fairly the people would “rise 
up in their wrath and pull down the 
temple” of business. 

There was a long discussion of the 
new Canadian method of production 
from calcium carbide. At its conclu- 
sion, Senator Harris, democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, offered a resolutiom calling on 
the tariff commission for information 
as to the result of the operation of 
the emergency tariff bill. He asked 
for immediate consideration but Sena- 
tor Smoot objected, saying it could 
be acted upon tomorrow without dis- 
placing the tariff bill. 

“We were told,” said Senator Har- 
rison, “that the emergency tariff was 
to be the panacea for all agricultural 
ills. We knew that was largely bun- 
combe. The tariff commission has 
gathered the facts and Congress and 
the country are entitled to know what 
they are. The facts will help in a 
wise consideration of this bill.”

WOMEN WOULD PUNISH 
NATIONS FOR WARFARE 


Baltimore, Md., April 25.—Nations 
declaring war would be put in the 
Same class as individuals committing 
murder and would be punishable un- 
der a new international code, if ideas 
offered in the form of resolutions and 
reports at the session of the National 
League of Women Voters here today, 
should be put into effect. 

The entire day was given over to 
committee reports and_ resolutions 
which should come up for action later. 
Creation of a department on interna- 
tional co-operation to prevent war was 
recommended. 

One of the functions of this depart- 
ment would be to keep in touch with 
the women of all other countries in a 
world-wide movement vf womanhood 
against the terror. 

Another resolution would have the 
league adopt as an actual working 
program the initiation and support of 
measures to outlaw war, and would 
have this work carried on without in- 
terruption by directors between con- 
ventions of the league. <A third would 
ask congress to reduce the army and 
navy to the pre-war status. 

The league will include study of the 
coal situation in its next year’s pro- 
gram, if a recommendation by. the 
comnittee on food supply and demand 
is adopted. The report would have 
the women make a thorough investi- 
gation of the costs of producing and 
distributing coal and publish the re- 
sults of the investigation.

Stand-pat speakers addressing a 
rally of eleventh ward voters Tues- 
day night at Faith’s Crossing, sent 
hot shot at the Choate and Watkins 
charters. 

Councilman Walter A. Sims, Carl 
Hutcheson, Claude Ashley and J. B. 
Murphey made short talks in which 
they declared their support of the old 
charter with necessary amendments 
and attacked verious provisions of the 
Watkins and Choate charters. Mr. 
Sims attacked Mayor James L. Key, 
declaring that the mayor is support- 
ing the Choate charter so that he will 
be able to run again for the position 
of mayor. He said the Choate char- 
ter would require the services of 30 
department chiefs and would cost 
the city $154,000 a year for admin- 
istrative officers. 

Corporfation Influence. 

Mr. Hutcheson declared that the 
Watkins charter was framed by the 
large corporations and is being sup- 
ported by these corporations. He said 
the “Hemlock section” of Atlanta is 
supporting the Watkins charter be- 
cause it is framed for the benefit of 


that section and does not provide fair- - 


ly for the entire people of the city. 

J. P. Wall presided at the meeting 
and about 200 yeople were present. 
Henry Quillian, professor of law at 
Emory university, made a short talk 
in behalf of the Watkins charter. No 
speaker was present to talk in behalf 
of the Choate charter. 

The composite charter campaign 
committee issued a warm statement 
attacking the Watkins plan. 

“Chameleon” Charter. 

“Mr. Watkins’ charter has been 
changing color as rapidly as a cham- 
eleon since he introduced it in coun- 


cil in January,” said the statement. } 


“It seems to take on a different com- 
plexion with each different group or 
gathering of people to whom Its au- 
thor attempts to present its merits. 

“Just where Mr. Watkins will final- 
ly find himself with his changing 
charter, nobody can say. — Already 
his position is that of an architect 
who ‘starts to design a definite type 
of structure and shifts his plans so 
often that they lese all order and logic 
and resemble nothing but conglomera- 
tion of conflicting ideas, 

“Mr. Watkins is reported to be 
planning a stay in Washington while 
the charter campaign is in progress, 
He ought to appoint a committee on 
amendments to continue the process of 
changing his charter in his absence, 
He would have the consolation of 
knowing that they could do it no more 
harm than he has done it. 

“Hiow are the people going to vote 
intelligently upon a charter which is 
in a state of flux? The feature or 
features that win support today may 
be gone tomorrow.

RATES TO COME DOWN. 

Announcement that the interstate 
commerce commission is soon to 
order a sweeping downward re- 
vision of railroad freight rates on 
basic commodities is a source of 
gratification to every householder 
in the country, for it portends a 
corresponding reduction of the cost 


of living. 

It is indicative also of the near 
approach of normal prosperity and 
of a healthful condition of business 
generally; for, according to the 
press dispatches, the decision of the 
commerce board followed an ex- 
haustive investigation which has 
satisfied the commissioners that 
reduction in rates is now possible,- 
“since railroad earnings are in- 


creasing.” 
The railroads themselves are not 


expected to resist any reasonable 
‘reduction in transportation rates 
for the reason, as pointed out by 
the commission, that a lowering of 
rates would stimulate business gen- 


erally and result in increasing the 
volume of tonnage hauled by the 
carriers, to an extent that would, 
perhaps, more than compensate the 
loss of income per ton which the 
proposed reduction would entail. 

It is not expected that the reduc- 
tion will be either general or dras- 
tic, but that it will apply to such 
staple commodities as coal, steel, 
various foodstuffs, farm products 
and manufactured articles of every- 
day use. 

To make a drastic horizontal cut 
in freight rates at this time would, 
of course, do more harm than good. 
It would be unfair, unjust and de- 
structive to the railroads. 

The carrier lines are entitled to 
reasonable returns from their in- 
dispensable service to the public. 
But it does not follow that high 
rates necessarily mean high fre- 
turns. 

The aim of the rate-making pow- 
er should be to fix rates at the 
happy medium which wil] insure 
the maximum volume of tonnage 
hauled at a reasonable net profit 
per ton; and the interstate com- 
merce commission in this instance 
seems to be working to that end. 


SHAMEFUL MISCHIEF. 

It is difficult to comprehend the 
motive that prompted the partial 
destruction of the stairway on the 
side of Stone mountain, reported in 
the news columns of The Constitu- 

tion yesterday mornfng. 

The stairway was put there to 
serve a dual purpose: To assist in 
the execution of the plan to carve 
a2 mammoth memorial to the Con- 
federacy on the sheer side of the 
famous rock; second, for the pleas- 
ure and convenience of sightseers 
who delight in roaming over the 
bald summit of the gigantic bowl- 
der—the greatest single block of 
granite on the face of the earth. 

Preparatory to the resumption 
of the work of carving the proposed 
memorial, soon to be undertaken 
afresh by Gutzon Borglum, world 
famous sculptor, S. H. Venable, its 
owner, made an inspection of the 
mountain last Monday, and, as re- 
ported by a kinsman of his— 

“Mr. Venable was almost heart- 
broken after he came down from 
the mountain Monday and saw what 
people on top of the mountain had 
done to the banisters along the 
steps. They were simply torn out 
and hurled down the steep side. 

“At first Mr. Venable thought of 
closing the roads to people who 
came out to the mountain, but after- 
wards decided to address an earn- 
est appeal to the people who visit 
Stone mountain to assist and not 
hamper the work that Is being done 
by Mr. Borglum.” 

It is gratifying that Mr. Venable 
decided not to keep visitors off the 
mountain, but to appeal to their 


} pride and patriotic spirit instead; 
for to have closed the road leading 
to its summit would be to punish 
many for the sins of a few.

Such a conference holds out 
promise of proving of genuine bene- 
fit both to the motion picture in- 
dustry and to the rank and file of 
motion picture patrons by working 
to its stated purpose, which is “to 
formulate definite community plan 
to work for better films by secur- 
ing co-operation of school, churcn, 
public and film interests—to culti- 
vate a demand and patronage of 
better films and to secure the ex- 
hibition of better films.” 

This is a movement, pioneered 
by Atlanta, which is attracting fa- 
vorable attention throughout the 
whole country, and it merits the

‘New York, April 25.—The Ghetto 
markets swirl with life at sunrise. 
From all points of the East Side 
come old women in woolen sweaters 


and blue aprons to take their stands 
in the stalls, The men, aged too, have 
arrived before dawn, many driving 
from their Long Island truck farms 
at midnight. 

At 6 o’clock the housewives with 
shiny, broad faces and thick red lips, 
bring their baskets to dicker and bar- 
ter. The market reeks with a hun- 
dred odors—fruit, fish, baking bread, 
horseradish, chopped meats, herbs, 
etc. The babble of tongues rises and 


| falls with a rythmic beat. 


In the fish stalls the women wear 
yellow wooden shoes and their hair 
is silver wet, like the back of a 
fish.

Only along the curb may one find 
youth.

HEALTH TALKS

SPURIOUS STOMACH TROUBLE. 

It is not because of any prohibition 
of medical ethics that I decline to 
give correspondents remedies for their 
individual ailments or rather com- 


plaints. Our acknowledged public 
health officers long since demon- 
strated that no such prohibition ap- 
plies, for nowadays the publie health 
authorities of state and nation are 
prescribing indiscriminately and in a 
wholesale way, and the medical profes- 
sion sarcely frowns. 

It would seem to a layman a simple 
matter for a doctor, if he would, to 
“suggest” a simple remedy for a clear 
ease of stomach trouble, dyspepsia 
or indigestion, especially if the simple 
Jayman—I mean the layman first 
shows the doctor that the salient fea- 
tures of the case (not to drag in the 
maddening word, symptoms) are gas, 
acidity, this and that item of food 
disagreeing (whatever that means), 
and maybe now and then just a touch 


of biliousness (which brings us far 
into the dark, indeed). Well. maybe. 

In a series of 1,000 enses of “‘stom- 
ach trouble” studied by Dr. J. M. 
Blackford, of Seattle, 140 actually 
had something the matter with the 
stomach; 3540 had disease of some 
other internal organ: 180 had rather 
some systemic disease, such as tuber- 
culosis, Bright’s disease, syphilis, lo- 
motor ataxia, or migraine (there were 
16 eases of alleged stomach trouble 
in which the condition was really mi- 
graine—that is, periodic sick head- 
aches ushered in with some kind of 
aura or warning) ; 250 had no disease 
at all, but merely represented the pro- 
test of nature against ignorance and 
abuse—the miserable culprit not 
knowing or obeying the rules of right 
living; 155 were, in reality, cases of 
gail sac inflammation, with or with- 
out gallstones (it is notorious that 
this disease commonly masquerades as 
“stomach trouble” or “indigestion” or 
“gas attacks”); 130 had already sac- 
rificed the appendix—which prompts 
the impertient question: Why let an 
appendix die?—and 10 per cent of all 
the women in the group had already 
submitted, likewise in vain, to pelvic 
operations. 

Why don’t I suggest remedies for 
stomach trouble? 

Because I like to sleep nights.

The statement which was submitted 
through S. Davies Warfield, president 
of the association, who is now in At- 
lanta, declares that a sound basis 
must be reached upon which these 
consolidations should be set up, in 
that exchanges and new issues of se- 
curities incidental to new consolida- 
tions must necessarily have to do with 
the bonds and other securities issued 
bv the carriers. The association is 
representative of very large holdings 
of railroad securities and is deeply 
concerned in the final decision of the 
commission in this matter. 


Tentative Example. 


The importance of the data request- 
ed from the railroads by the board is 
strikingly illustrated in a_ tentative 
study of the New England group of 
railroads, submitted with the state- 
ment. This study must necessarily 
be tentative because information has 
not been available from all the rail- 
roads which are involved in the pro- 

sed plan for New England... 

The plan announced by the inter- 
state commerce commission, it 18 
claimed, does not provide for. the 
entrance into New England territory 
of sufficient competitive systems to 
carry out the basic purpose of the 
transportation act. Sufficient infor- 
mation has been gathered by the board 
to substantiate a plan which will give 
the New England territory four com- 
peting systems, operating to the bene- 
fit of industries and shippers, in 
contrast to the suggested plan by the 
commission, 

The statement further points out 
that the commission’s plan groups 
practically all the roads traversing 
the Michigan peninsula into one sys- 
tem, again contrary to the purpose of 
the transportation act in respect to 
competitive systems in that territory. 
Thus, the plan of the: board is that 
the east and west trunk lines in the 
territory bound by the Mississippi 
river on the west, the Atlantic sea- 
board on the east and the Ohio river 
on the south, should be consolidated 
into four competitive systems and that 
each system should have admission to 
the Michigan peninsula and the New 
England territory. 

Vital Principle 

It is pointed out that professor Wii- 
liam Z. Ripley, who was employed 
by the commission, in his report 
stated that “Consolidations can never 
be effectively brought about without 
the adoption of a comprehensive poli- 
ey of terminal ownership or operation 
of both.’ The statement of the se- 
curity owners intimates that while 
making this assertion, the commis- 
sion’s plan of consolidations appar- 
ently ignores this principle that was 
laid down. 

Following up this assertion the 
statement of the security owners in- 
cludes a study by the board, accom- 
panied by charts, showing the possi- 
bilities of joint use of terminal fa- 


cilities in a great railroad center; the } 


terminal situation in Chieago is the 
subject of this study, which shows the 
result that might be obtained along 
similar lines in other 
The total outlay incident to the Chi- 
cago plan upproximates $90,000,000, 
with salvage through sale of property,

Has No Adequate System 
For Verifying Records 


Of Athlete on Roster

Original Idea Grew From Need of Protection 
of Amateur Athletics, But Pastimes Have 
~ Now Outgrown Their Rulers. 


BY HUGH 8. FULLERTON. 

Shall one organization control] ath- 
letics in America, or shall a federa- 
tion, including all, be formed, each to 
retain control of its own organiza: 
tion? 

Shall each organization be held re- 
sponsible for amateur standing of the 
athletics vouched for by it in any 
meet 7 

What is the Amateur Athletic as- 
sociation? From whence does this 
A. A. U. derive its right to controt 
athletics and competitive sports of the 
United States? 

There seems to be a mystery some- 
where in the government of athletics. 

There are approximately 14,000,000 
persons in the United States engaged 
in some form of athletics. Over these | 
the A. A, U. claims to hold absolute 
ynower, as far as holding competitive 
meets is concerned. 

The A. A. U. is a body of men, the | 
majority of whom are of extremely | 
high class, the great majority of whom | 
are high-class sportsmen. It is a self- 
perpetuating body, handing down its! 
self-assigned power fror generation | 
to generation, voting itself powers | 
derived from its own assumption of 
possession. It can make or unmake 
athletics, can professionalize or re- 
store standing to athletics. 

Since I have been connected with} 
sport, three different attempts have | 
been made to break the power of the | 
A. A. U. All have failed. And all'| 
have failed for the same reason. The 
reason has been that those who op- 
posed the A. A. U. were seeking for 
themselves to grab the very power to 
which they objected. 

ATHLETICS 
OUTGROW RULES. 

If anyone is to exercise control of 
athletics in the United States, I would 
prefer that it be the A. A. U., simply 
because it has the experience. But it 
lacks the men, the methods and the 
machinery to supervise atlleties: it 
lacks the vision to grasp the broader 
idea of athletics, which®is the physical | 
betterment of the nation. 

Athletics in the United States have 
entirély outgrown the A. A. U., nor is 
there any other organization that 
big enough to handle the entire situa- 
tion. 

The time has arrived when it is es- 
sential to the welfare of sport. of 
athletics and of the physical develop- 
ment of Americans, that all bodies in- 
terested in athletics get together and | 
work to the sume ends, Such an ef-! 
fort is now under way. 

The only eriticism I have to offer | 
of the .. @S an organization, 
is that it is devoted to developing 
champions. winning meets, and has} 
failed at all times to see that the phys- 
ical welfare of the nation is a bigger 
thing than the development of a nine- 
second runner or the winnling of an 
Olvmpie meet. 

Tf the big object of forming an as- 
sociation of athletic governing bodies 
were only to win an Olympic cham- ; 
pionship, this struggle between the dif-! 
feren* associations and organizations | 
would be ridiculous. Any _ sporting 
editor in America could take a pencil 
and pick a team in ten minutes that | 
would win. 

But if the object is to promote the | 
physical welfare of Americans, the 
thing is different. 

Do not get the idea that T am 
against the A. A. U. Fact is. I am 
strong for it—in its sphere. The two 
objections to it are that athletics have 
entirely outgrown the organization, 
and second, that instead of realizing 
this, the A. A. U., thinking to 
strengthen its position, has been striv- 
ing desnerately to extend its respon- 
sibilities and its membership without 
increasing the machinery for handling 
the situation. 

WHAT IS 
THE A. A. U.? 

This Amateur Athletic union is one 
of the most interesting establishments 
in the world. This little review is not 
written with the slightest idea of at- 


is

earlier editions 


tacking the A. A. U., or of criticism 
of it, but merely as a study of the 
problem of whether or not amateurism 
has outgrown it. 

The origin of the organization is in- 
teresting. In the earlier days of ath- 
letic development in America, no gov- 
ernment existed. Spaldings, the 
great makers of athletic and sporting 
goods, were among the first to see the 
fact that athletic sports were growing 
so rapidly that some form of organiza- 
tion and control was necessary. Two 
of Spaldings’ employees were at that 
time engaged in getting out the 
of the now-famous 
Spalding Library, framing and print- 
ing codes of rules for the various 
sports and games, They discovered 


‘clubs 


that rules varied greatly in different 
parts of the country, that teams and 
used not only differing rules, 
but had differing standards of ama- 
teurism. The colleges and the athletic 
ferent rules and naturally contests re- 
sulted in bickerings and in long argu- 
ments. The cause of the movement to 
codify rules and regulations was to 
make the books apply uniformly. 

‘These men, seeing some organization 
was needed, were prime movers in 
founding an association of amateur 
athletic clubs. The first object, of 
course, was to make their bouks aceu- 
rate, and aplicable to all, so as to sell 
the books to all. tegardless of the 
fact that the primary cause was com- 
mercial, it cannot be charged that this 
firm ever has been entirely commercial. 
The Spalding officials took control 
when no other organization was pre- 
pared to do so. In fact, it has stood 
for the best type of sportsmanship, has 
fostered and encouraged clean sports. 
and has done a tremendous amount of 
good in American athletics. The 
heads of the concern usually have been 
sportsmen first and salesmen after- 
ward—and if sportsmanship clashed 
with business, then business had to 
vield. Incidentally, that is one of the 
hig reasons for their success in busi- 
ness: but I doubt whether either A. G. 
Spalding or Julian Curtiss gave that 
a thought—bnt considered only the 
good of athleties. 

POWERS NOT 
FROM THE GOVERNED. 

The original association evolyed into 
the Amateur Athletic union.  Spald- 
ing always has kept (and still main- 
tains) a powerful interest in the or- 
ginization, and at all times Spalding’s 
employed officers and associations 
have been the dictating foree, and they 
are today the controling influence in 
the organization. 

The A. A. U. presumes to sanction 
all athletic meets held bv recognized 
clubs, to register every athlete compet- 
ing im sanctioned events, to pass upon 
the eligibility of all athletes, to pen- 
alize associations, clubs and individ- 
uals if rules are violated. 

‘That seems a tremendous power and 
respousibility for any agency. 

What this “union” which  pre- 
sumes to administer to more than two 
million athletes ? 

It is simply an office, with a eard 
index'ng system, registration blanks, 
ete. For 25. eents it will register any 
athlete who will fill in the application 
blanks. It has no adequate machinery 
for verifying the truth or falsity of 
the statements made in these blanks. 
It cannot vouch for the standing of 
athletes. If can punish by declaring 
athletes professionals when proof is 
submitted to the office, but lacks any 
adeguate machinery for investigation. 
It punishes individuals, without hold- 
ing the clubs or associations respon- 
sible 

It is for these reasons that T raise 
the question as to whether or not the 
athletics of the United States have 
outgrown the A. A. U. 

Do not conceive the idea that T for 
any other of the erities of conditions) 
would abolish the A. A. U., or that I 
have anv idea that some. other organt- 
zation should replace it. T know of no 
other organization that would be likely 
to do as well as it has done,

“Knock-Down Kite.” 

Materials needed: Strip of oak for 
upright “A,” 6 feet long, 3-4 inch 
wide, 5-16 inch thick; strip of oak for 
cross bow “B,” 5 feet 2 inches long, J 
inch wide, 1-4 inch thick: a ball of 
tough express twine for Stringing and 
flying; thin sheeting or muslin 76 
inches long and 66 inches wide for 
the cover, 

Figure 1 shows front and Figure 
the back of kite. “Al” shows how 
both ends of upright Should be 
notched, and “B1" shows notches to he 
made in ends of the bow. $e sure 
that notches are no deeper than is 
necessary to keep the twine from slip: 
ping when tied. “B1” shows also how 
to string the bow. When properir 
strung the bow will measure 56 inches 
long and from string to wood will 
measure about 12 inches. Such a bow 
has about the proper bend to it. to 
insure the necessary air resistance 
to the front surface of the kite. 
Notches where bow crosses upright 
are shown on “A” and “B.” Tomor- 
row we will show how to cover the 
kite.

— MINUTES OF RADIO EACH DAY

Lesson No. 26. Receiving Circuits. 

All ideas can be conveyed through the use of language and as 
there are many languages, an understanding of one or more enables 
a@ person to grasp ideas as they are rendered. Pictures and drawings 
have been used for ages to convey ideas and their use constitutes one 
of the most simple and impressive of all languages. Through pictures 
the artist, draftsman, or layman can depict scenes, houses, machinery 
and even the connection of electrical apparatus better than would ever 
| be possible by words alone. 

In radio, certain definite drawings or “symbols” have become 
conventional, through usage, to indicate various parts of apparatus. 
By use of these symbols apparatus may be assembled on paper ard 
with connecting lines to represent wires, the proper relation of each 
piece of apparatus to others may be shown. 

The following assembly shows a number of the most commonly 
used symbols and their interpretation. 


Key to Symbols. 


1. A coil of wire with a sliding or 
adjustable contact. 
A coi] of wire having taps or 
connections brought out to a 
switch or selector.

From a study of the above assembly it is readily seen that the in- 
terpretations of the symbols is practically self-evident and by their 
proper selection and connection, both simple and intricate radio tele- 
phone and telegraph receiving circuits can be represented. To illus- 
trate the use of this assembly, the following diagrams show connecc- 
tions for some very simple but effective circuits for the reception of 
radio signals. 

In addition to understanding these symbols and the parts of radio 
apparatus which they represent, the student will acquire, by carefully 
reading these articles, a clear knowledge of the functions of each piece 
of apparatus and its relation to the circuits with which it is asso- 
ciated.

Beveridge Method. 

This “outside interest,” of course, 
is being broadcast by the Beveridge 
supporters. Such matter, plus volun- 
teer work organized by unpaid Bever- 
idge clubs in every county, township 
and precinct in the state, is what 
Beveridge is counting on to win. This 
is all the organization he has, pitted 
against the ‘ ‘organization machinery” 
of Senator New. It is, in reality, a 
fight between strong organization and 
“public interest,” and from the stand- 
point of Beveridge his principal dan- 
ger rests in the fact that “public 
interest” doesn’t manifest itself, as a 
general thing, in primary elections. 
whereas, in a contest of this kind. 
we organization machinery is out full 

ast. 

To whip up public interest Bever- 
idge has made the most remarkable 
personal campaign ever made in this 
state. When the curtain drops on 
the race next Monday midnight, he 
will have spoken in every Indiana 
city of over 10,000 population. By 
train, auto and afoot, he has made his 
way to scores of meetings in the last 
twelve weeks, 


Greeting ’em All. 


I caught him rushing for a train 
which was to carry him out on the 
last leg of his remarkable fight. He 
was dashing through the station here, 
and as he dashed he must have paused 
long enough to greet fifty people— 
the men and women at the news 
stands, numerous travelers whom he 
called by name, the ticket puncher 
at the gate, trainmen and others. He 
was entirely out of breath by the 
time he reached his seat on the train 
—but still goimg strong and full of 
confidence, 

“After the whole thing is summed 
up,’ he told me, “‘it simply gets down 
to the one and only issue: Who is 
the best man to serve the people in 
the senate?” 

Beveridge explains that he is mak- 
ing this man-to-man campaign because 
he has made campaign expenses an 
issue. He haS found that he must 
talk to the people direct because he 
is not spending the money for adver- 
tising in the small papers of the state 
that New is spending.

Of Coal Charge 


Washington, April 25.—Testifying 
before the house labor committee to- 
day on the Bland bill, which proposes 
to create a federal coal inxestigating 
agency, J. D. A. Morrow, vice presi- 
dent of the National Coal association, 
declared it was “sheer nonsense to 
suppose that consumers pay more for 
coal because of overproduction. The 
existence of many more mines than 
are needed normally to supply the 
country, Mr. Morrow said, is ‘“‘the 
chief safeguard of the consumer.” 

Mr. Morrow added that repeated 
investigation had proven the supply 
of coal in the United States “prac- 
tically inexhaustible.” Wide distribu- 
tion of mines and ownership made it

Pershing Declares} 


America Could Have 
Prevented Big War 


Washington, March 25.—A plea for 
a national wilitary policy “which 
would assure the checking of aggres- 
sion by foreign powers in its incip- 
iency and which would avoid “con- 
fusion, disorder, delay and extrava- 
gance”’ when emergencies arise was 
made today by Secretary Weeks and 
General Pershing before a senate colm- 
mittee in support of the war depart- 
ment program for an army of 148,000 
officers and 150,000 enlisted men, 

The statements by the two army 
beads concluded the public discussion 
of the annual supply bill and the ap- 
propriations committee which has 
charge of it will begin immediately 
to write the measure with the pros- 
pect said to be for an increase over 
the house figure of 11,000 officers and 
115,000 men. 

General Pershing declared that had 
the United States been adequately 
prepared, “there is little question that 
the United States under ‘strong lead- 
ership could have prevented the world 
war altogether.” He added that there 
was no doubt that the civil war like- 
wise would never have occurred had 
the union been equipped with an 
army of reasonable size and ready for 
immediate use. 

Below Safety Mark. 

The army of 115,000 men and 11,- 
000 officers, fixed by the house, was 
considered by Secretary Weeks to he 
below “the safe minimum require- 
ments” of the country. He asserted 
“that unbusinesslike”’ conduct of the 
militarism in years gone by, was re- 
sponsible for the experience of “un- 
necessary billions in the aggregate for 
America’s wars. 

“We have entered each war with 
our national defense system unorgan- 
ized,’ Mr. Weeks continued. ‘This 
has required an extemporized organ- 
ization thrown together in great haste 
and resulting always in excessive ex- 
perience and excessive economic dis- 
turbances. In each war we have 
consistently adhered to a policy of 
forming a great citizen army to re-

In General Pershing’s statement re- 
garding the size of the army, he warn- 
ed that human nature has not changed 
and that “our own experience should 
have taught us that the existence of 
envy, jealousy and hatred can no more 
be ignored among nations than among 
individuals.’ 

“We should possess and continue 
from year to year,” said the general, 
“a consistent and well matured plan 
contemplating definite ~ preliminary 
preparation and training for its com- 
plete development that in case of 
emergency.

World 
conditions of today are not. reassur- 
ing, but regardless of all that we 
can not afford ever again to be negli- 
gent.

Lack of preparation in all 
our wars has caused us unnecessary 
loss of life and has left us staggering

Washington, April 25.—Large ex- 
penditures will be necessary to bring 
the two and a half million miles of 
rural highways in the United States 
up to the standard of efficiency com- 
parable to their extended use in mo- 
tor transportation, in the opinion of 
the joint congressional commission of 
agricultural inquiry, whose general 
conclusions on the subject were an- 
nounced today by Chairman Anderson. 
In the second report on the com- 
mission’s studies, the jiirst having 
dealt with agricultural freight rates, 
the chairman also made known its 
cenclusions regarding electric rail- 
way development as affecting rural 
communities and questions relating to 
the postal service. 

The commission, Chairman Ander- 
son said, will recommend that ‘con- 
gress continue to promote an adequate 
program of bighway construction and 
maintenance directed to the more ef- 
fective correlation or highway trans- 
portation with rail and water trans- 
portation, and that the states and 
counties also continue their highway 
programs with particular reference to 
furm-to-market roads. 

The necessity of co-operation among 
the states to effect a uniform basis 
for taxing motor trucks and other 
motor vehicles, to fairly represent 
the proportion of highway expense 
chargeable to such vehicles, will be 
urged by the commission, it was said, 
as well as the need for uniform regu- 
lation of motor traffic. 

War’ Definite Basis. 

“Tt is alre. v clear,” the chairman 
said, “that the * is a wide variation 
in principle az application of the 
various state a.d local regulations 
affecting intrastate traffic. Studies 
of local motor transportation should 
be expanded as rapidly as possible to 
afford a definite basis for uniform 
regulation of motor transyortation in 
order that the inconvenience, expense 
and inefficieney of operation occasion- 
ed by a lack of uniformity in state 
and federal legislation in the future 
may as far as possible be avoided.” 

The importance of motor transpor- 
tation to the farmer was found not 
only to have seen its effect in ex- 
tending and broadening his markets, 
it was said, but ingthe sharply reduced 
cost of moving his produce to market. 
This was illustrated in the commis- 
sion’s estimates that In 1918 the cost 
of wagon haulage from farm to ship- 
ping point averaged about 30 cents 
per ton mile for wheat, 35 cents for 
corn and 48 cents for cotton, while 
by motor truck or tractor the aver- 
ages were 15 cents for wheat and 
corn and 18 cents for cotton. 

Interurban Lines, 

The commission was said to view 
with optimism the future of interur- 
ban electric lines serving rural com- 
munities in view of the tendency to 
recognize the necessity for an ade- 
quate return in rates for the service 
demanded by the public. Their value 
not only as freight carriers, but as a 
quick means of access to towns for 
rural residents was emphasized in the 
conclusions announced by Chairman 
Anderson. 

The commission’s study of the pos- 
tnl service as relating to the farmer 
was said to have convinced it that 
“increased postage rate on second- 
class mail matter, notwithstanding 
reductions of fourth-class matter 
(parcel post), has been particularly 
hurdensome” unon farm publications. 
Tt was pointed ont that the service 
rendered in the distribution of sec- 
ond-clasa entailed Yess expense than 
for parcel post. the volume of which 


| wae estimated to now constitute three- 


fourths of the tot*. postal tonnage. 

“The commission will recommend 
to congress,” the chairman said, “that 
a study be made to determine what 
are 
self-sustaining with a view to mak- 
ing the entire service self-sustaining 
or more nearlv in accordance with the 
costs. This should be done hy rroper 
readjustments of charges and removal 
of present rate inconsistencies. The 
purpose of holding the postal service 
responsive to the needs of the agri- 
cultural community should be con- 
stantly kept in view.”

Washington, April 25-—W. OQ. 
Watts, a special agent of the depart- 
ment of justice, was dismissed from 
the government service yesterday “for 
good and sufficient reasons,’ Attorney- 
General Daugherty said late today. 
The announcement of the dismissal 
was made earlier in the day at the 
capitol through the making public of 
a letter to Mr. Watts from Assistant 
Attorney-General Holland which de- 
clared that the action was taken be- 
cause of “disloyalty to the depart- 
ment.” 

At the same time there was made 
public .a copy of the memorandum 
from Mr. Watts to the department 
which said that the dismissal had 
been’ occasioned by his supplying Rep- 
resentative Johnson, republican, of 
South Dakota, with information on 
which the latter attacked the depart- 
ment of justice in a speech in the 
house. 

“T ordered Watts to be discharged: 
that’s all I have to say about it,” 
Attornev-General Daugherty said to- 
day. “We ean’t discuss the dis- 
charge of peonle around here. I had 
good and sufficient reasons for dis- 
pensing with his services, they were 
not satisfactory and were dispensed 
with. Such situations are likely to 
hapnen again. That's all I care to 
say.” Ss 
A moment later. however. the at- 
tornev-general said in reply to # 
quéstion that whatever congress 
might think “doesn’t worry me a min- 
ute.” 

The order of removal was signed 
by Mr. Holland and said the step 
was taken “inasmnch as you have 
knowingly and wilfully violated the 
rules of the department which, as 
vou must be aware, constitutes a 
breach of trust.”
